national farm program in Ohio is 
proved by the declarations of 70 
percent of all farm ers in the state 
who have signed up for the current 
year as compared with 53 percent

chairman state AAA committee. 
Farm ers 
who have 
announced 
their intentions of participating in 
the 1939 program operate 80 per­ 
cent of the farm land in the state. 
The 
total area of farm land 
in 
Ohio is 22,800,000 acres, so more 
than 17 million acres in 1939 will 
he operated under a plan designed 
to provide a fair income; while at 
the same time, the land is protected 
from depletion. 
In 1938, Ohio farm ers partici­ 
pating in the national farm plan 
diverted 186,000 acres from soil- 
depleting crops to crops which stop 
productivity loss or increase soil 
productivity. These farm ers ap­ 
plied 350,000 tons of limestone or 
its equivalent and 7,000 tons of 
fertilizer during 1938. 
Paym ents to Ohio farm ers un­ 
der the 1938 national farm plan 
were 
approxim ately 
$ 9,000,000. 
This included payments for chang­ 
ing cropping plans from soil-de­ 
pleting to soil-conserving and for 
the use of practices which improve 
the soil’s productivity. 
Mr. Kruse estim ates that the 
increased participation by Ohio 
farm ers in this year’s program 
will result in paym ents of $ 12,000.- 
000.

move th e re st of the mound, but 
do so carefully to keep from break­ 
ing off the tender new shoots, 
I t 
is best to rem ove the soil covering 
from roses on a cloudy or rainy 
day.
